Riza K han as the new shah and 
made the crowm hereditary In his 
family. 
Risa Shah was crowned 
April 25. 1928.

Ahmed K ajar was the seventh 
of the Kajar line and succeded to 
the throne in 1909 when he Aaa 
l l years old.

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FACTORS GOVERNING 
. 
WHEAT PRICES. 


Three important factors have combined to brins 
about the present demoralised condition of the wheat 
market. 
The first has been the Introduction of modem ma­ 
chinery, which has made possible an enormous *x- 
pension of the acreage on cheap land*. Under pres­ 
ent methods of wheat trowing, it Is possible to em­ 
ploy the tractor, which will pull from I to • bottom 
plows, and which at the same time that land la be­ 
in! plowed, will likewise harrow and seed It, all in 
one operation. 
The crop grows until harvest time. 
Then a combine cuts It and threshes it, all in on* 
operation. With modern equipment, it has been pos­ 
sible for American and Canadian farmers to plant 
vast tracts of land, which could not have been put 
into wheat had it been necessary to prepare the land 
through the old laborious and slow process of horse 
and plow. 
On throe farms, covering in some in­ 
stances several sections of land, devoid of all im­ 
provements, even fences, with a fair crop, it has been 
possible to grow wheat profitably at a price in the 
neighborhood of 40 cents a bushel. 
That Is what the wheat fanner, owning a quarter 
section of high priced land, has been up against in 
recent years. 
That partially explains why he has 
been complaining because he has lost money on his 
crop, and why he has demanded that the government 
take action to help him. 
# • • 


On top of this the Canadian wheat pool was or­ 
ganised to regulate the orderly marketing of the im­ 
mense crop raised in that country with the idea of 
keeping prices at high levels. It may develop that it 
will defeat the very purpose tor which it was created. 
It still has a part of that huge crop of S50.000.000 
bushels which was raised in Canada In 1928 on its 
hands. It has all of the 1931 crop of approximately 
300.000.000 bushels. Now should Canada rates another 
big crop In 1990, and then again in the following 
year, tt is apparent that this reserve held by the pool 
will be appreciably increased. 
Although organization activities 
In 
the 
United 
States to hold back wheat from the market reached 
no such proportion as in Canada, something of the 
same condition developed through political agitation 
here at home. The farmer and the main dealer be­ 
came dissatisfied with the price which was paid for 
grain, were told the government should come to their 
rescue, with the remit that wheat was held back in 
the effort to keep the price above the world baals. As 
a matter of fact Ute hope that governmental inter­ 
ference with economic law would result in 
higher 
wheat prices Inspired increased acreages 
on 
high 
priced tends bi such states as Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio. 
• • • 
And so today the farmer finds the wheat market 
sagging and demoralized, prices 35 to 40 cents below 
what they were when the federal farm board was cre­ 
ated. and a new harvest coming on. About the mid­ 
dle of May the combines will begin harvesting wheat 
in Texas, and gradually th* harvest will extend north 
to Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Minne­ 
sota and Montana. 
Kansas has the largest acreage 
planted in its history, save for the season of 1918 when 
the government was urging farmers to plant every 
available foot of ground to feed the fighting armies 
in Europe. 
The crop is bi perfect condition. 
Ne­ 
braska has a big acreage and the prospects were nev­ 
er more brilliant for a large yield. 
Europe, which must buy its bread, Is bi a strategic 
position as a consumer. 
8 he is going to buy where 
she can buy cheapest 
She Is going to continue her 
hand to mouth method of satisfying her hunger in 
the purchase of wheat. The reports indicate that 
grain on passage at this time approximates 39,000,- 
OOO bushels. 
Ordinarily European requirements are 
computed at 14,000.000 bushels a week. Purchases at 
this time. then, cover less than three weeks actual 
needs. This is contrasted with 70,000,000 bushels on 
passage a year ago at this Ume. which is the normal 
shipping. 
As a consumer, then, 
Europe is biding 
her time, buying wily what necessity compels, wait­ 
ing until the Canadian pool and wheat held back in 
the United Stet es must be dumped on the market re­ 
gardless of price. 
It bi a titanic struggle between 
consumer and producer, tai which the consumer hopes 
to smash those artificial devices, through which it was 
hoped to boost the price of wheat, In the tumbling 
prices of recent days is seen the evidence that the 
European consumer has drawn blood. 
• • • 
More than that, in the face of these facta, some of 
the discussion in congress, in which 
the 
drop is 
blamed upon speculation, appears absurd and ridicu­ 
lous. 
Apparently the greatest hope of the wheat farmer 
rest* upon Mother Nature. 
A short crop was har­ 
vested in Canada, parte of the Argentine and Austra­ 
lia 
Selfishly we might hope that the wheat har­ 
vest in those countries might again be disappoint­ 
ing. Applied to Nebraska we might wish for a short 
crop in the United States everywhere except within 
the state. 
The factors which brought about these 
falling wheat prices deserve study and should point 
the way to the formulation of a program in accord­ 
ance with the baste biwa of economics.

border has 
been a regular business there since the tews estab­ 
lishing restricted quotas for each nationality went In­ 
to effect. 
Relative to the California judicial finding that 
Filipinos are legally barred from 
marrying 
white 
Americans, public opinion the country over will raise 
no serious disagreement, In most states the mixture 
of races is forbidden by statute, and It ought to be 
In all. There may be some question as to whether 
Filipinos actually belong to the Mongo!ton race, since 
they are biologically a sort of middle group between 
the yellow people of Japan and China and the na­ 
tive brown people of Australia, New Zealand, and the 
South Sea Islands; but no matter what their techni­ 
cal position may be bi the population category of the 
world they are not a suitable element fro* absorption 
into the melting pot of this nation. 
This implies ne particular superiority of the white 
race; indeed, in some respects it must be acknowl­ 
edged that Asiatics are more experienced and effi­ 
cient than are we. The controlling consideration is 
that the purity of each race must be preserved by pre­ 
venting promiscuous marriages.

JUSTICE HOLMES. 
When Charles Evans Hughes ascended the supreme 
court bench, Monday, despite the interest which sur­ 
rounded him, he shared the spotlight with another, 
Justice Holmes. Tribute is paid to the tetter, who will 
celebrate his eighty-ntnth birthday March 8. in an 
interesting analysis of Justice Holmes’ Tfluence on 
the development of American government in the cur­ 
rent number (rf Harper’s by Harold J. Laskl, distin­ 
guished English commentator on American political 
affairs. 
To Mr. Lsstd, Justice Holmes stands bi American 
history "not merely as one of the two or three most 
significant figures in the record, but. also, as one of 
the supreme expositors of principle in the annals of 
the Common Law.” Certain it is that Justice Holmes 
holds a warm place bi the hearts of those lovers (rf 
the meaning and essence of freedom which have been 
the backbone of the American political structure. 
Justice Holmes has realised perhaps more clearly 
than any other individual in America the fact that a 
complex civilisation may require more government to 
insure freedom rather than less. He has been aware 
of the necessity of finding new balances between gov­ 
ernment and individual prerogatives in order that the 
actuality of liberty might be maintained. 
"You cannot, he has said in effect.” writes Mr. 
Laskl. "apply to child labor, or the minimum wage, 
to public utilities, or the exercise of governmental 
power the methods of the principles which the nine­ 
teenth century deemed final. 
We have new knowl­ 
edge; we have made new discoveries. The business 
of the lawyer is to adapt the American constitution 
to the demands which new knowledge and new dis­ 
coveries enable us to satisfy. 
A thing is not wrong 
because Chief Justice Marshall could not, a hundred 
years ago, have conceived it to be right. The Ameri­ 
can constitution was not made to compel the twen­ 
tieth-century American to move in 
the 
swaddling 
clothes of his ancestors’ ideas. The American consti­ 
tution must be molded by reason to fit new needs 
and new necessities.” 
It is only on such a view as this that a written 
constitution can remain an •effective base for the 
government of a developing civilisation. While Jus­ 
tice Holmes has been instrumental in encouraging the 
right of change as civilization changes. Mr. Laski has 
correctly analyzed his true significance when he 
writes: "No part of Mr. Justice Holmes' work upon 
the bench bi more likely to prove enduring than the 
attitude he has revealed to the individual rights the 
constitution has sought to safeguard. Some of his de­ 
cisions, it Is safe to say, will In this realm rank with ' 
the classic cases in which the frontiers of human 
freedom have been protected from invasion.” 
And 
Mr. Laski adds that “It is not that Mr. Justice Holmes 
has made liberty an absolute before which all other 
considerations fade; his Individual is always a mem- 
, ber of society, not Crusoe on his Island or Stylites on 
his pillar." 
Of his ultimate political views, Mr. Laskl writes: 
"He is not a socialist because he bi too much im­ 
pressed by the differences between men. 
He Is not 
a conservative. because the inevitability of change 
seems to him to demand a ceaseless power of adapta­ 
tion with which conservatism 
finds it 
difficult to 
make terms." In essence. Mr. Laski writes that “He 
has been a great Judge because he has never ceased 
i to be a philosopher. 
He has sought always to find 
his way from the little fact to the secrets (rf the uni­ 
verse.” 
These were fitting praises for a man whose sympa­ 
thy for human kind, has been great whose apprecia­ 
tion of the broad fundamentals of society and gov­ 
ernment has been tempered by the recognition of 
changing needs of society, and who. recognizing that 
change is inevitable, has played a leading role in 
seeking to provide for the coming of change and to 
provide such rules for its coming as will Insure the 
maintenance of the basic ideals of American life.

This is as false as was the notion, 
held many years, that malaria was 
due to bad air. While there I* no 
doubt tht there are obesities which 
accompany glandular disturbance*, 
and there i* no doubt that obesity 
does “run” in families, in both cases 
they can be controlled by the prop­ 
er diet and exercise (unless it is 
contra-indicated1, for they are both 
due. as are all obesities, to overeat­ 
ing for the needs. 
In the case of the glandular dis­ 
turbances, there is a great probabil­ 
ity that the glands have become dls- 
turbed because of the wrong diet 
which brought on the overweight, 
and after they are disturbed, the 
metabolic rate (the burning 
and 
usage of foods in the body) may be 
depressed so that still less food is 
needed, thus forming a vicious cir­ 
cle. At the same time. the weight 
can be controlled, as I have said be­ 
fore many times, by the proper diet. 
These 
glandular 
cases,

agree, 
should be under the care of physi­ 
cians. for they may need medica­ 
tion also; but it must be a phy­ 
sician who recognizes that the diet 
is the most important factor.
